File Condemnation Action 


Clear Right-Of-Way Through Spriggs Property; 
Uppertown Line Costs City $669.88 For Privilege 


Approving payments to seven property owners in Upper Placerville aggregat- 
ing $552.38, and having in mind the probability of an additional outiay of 
$117.50 for rights-of-way, the City Council found it necessary Monday night 
to authorize condemnation proceedings against Mrs. Annie Spriggs to clear 
right-of-way for the first unit of the municipal sewer improvement, now 


under way. 
Decision to file condemnation pro- 


ceedings came after the Council re-| 


ceived a report that all efforts to ne- 
gotiate with Mrs. Spriggs had brought 
no result and that she had, in fact, 


torn up an agreement with the city af- ' 


ter she had signed it.

The council authorized the payment 


of $157.70 to Dante Bacoccini. This was 
for a right of way through 630.8 feet of 
his property. re 

In addition, Bacoccini claims some in- 


terest in another property through | 


which the sewer line runs a distance of 
» 470 feet. Interest in the property is also 


claimed by John and Charles Baciga- | 


luppi and as soon as the question of 
ownership is settled, the city will pay 
for this at 25 cents per foot, a total of 
$117.50. 


The Council paid to George Baciga- | 


luppi $7.25 for a right of way 29 feet 
long at 25 cents a foot. 


The Council paid to Antone Pillett 
$100 for a right-of-way 500 feet long 
7 at 20 cents a foot. 


+s The Council paid to Alex Revaz 
* $116.80 for a right of way 467.2 feet 
Tong at 25 cents per foot. 

The Council paid to Walter A. Mar- 
tin $145.38 for a right of way 381.5 feet 
long at 25 cents a foot; and paid $15 
to G. Turchetti and $10 to M. Peter- 
son. 

Councilmen explained that they felt 
it only fair to pay $10 to Mr. Peter- 
son, an aged and ill hospital inmate 
who owns a small piece of property 
through which the sewer line runs, al- 
though he was agreeable to granting 
the right of way without charge. 

Action authorizing the city attorney 
to proceed with condemnation of a 
right-of-way through the Spriggs prop- 
erty was introduced in a resolution by 
Councilman Pierson, seconded _ by 
Councilman Frost. Attorney Maul indi- 
cated he would file the action immedi- 
ately. 

The council set January 10, Monday, 
at 4 o’clock in the afternoon as the 
time for receiving protests against as- 
sessments on certain city properties. 
Several protests have been registered 
with the Council and it is hoped that 
all protestants will be before the board 
at the Monday meeting. 

This meeting also may be the occa- 
sion for the appointing of a succes- 
sor on the board to Councilman M. 
"E, Raber, resigned. 

Temporarily at least, Councilman 
James K. Pierson has accepted assign- 
ment as commissioner of streets, which 
was Mr. Raber’s responsibility. 

‘Clifton Wildman, resident engineer 
on the sewer improvement, 
that on the first unit of the project 
2,243 feet of sewer main has been laid, 
five manholes are under construction, 
1,115 points have been installed and 
that the work is going ahead on 
schedule.

Sharp Increase In Jobless 
During Last Two Months 
Noted By Labor Bureau 


WASHINGTON (lP)—A special senate 
committee ,opened a broad investiga- 
tion of America’s gigantic relief prob- 
lem today with a report by the bureau 
of labor statistics that the unemploy- 
ment increase in November and De- 
the sharpest in recent years. 

Commissioner of labor statistics Isa- 
dor Lubin told the committee headed 
by Sen. James F. Byrnes, D., S. C., that 
“It appears clear that in early De- 
cember there were fewer people at 
work in private industries and in reg~ 
ular government employment than in 
1936.” 

Lubin declined to give a definite es- 
timate of the present total of unem- 
ployed but presented figures of past 
jobless estimates, newly available work- 
ers and decrease in employment which, 
when added together, gave the com- 
mittee an estimate of 7,000,000 or 7,-
